Senator John 0. Spooner will take pirt 
a tbo debate on tbe Cnllom inter-sttto 
commerce bill, which is just now one of 
he most important bills before congress^ 
.'bo dispatch goes on to soy that Colo- 
el Spooner is not yet prepared to say 


whether ho will vote for tbe biil in its 
iresent shape or not, although he will 
submit a few observations from the stand- 
point oC one who, from practical eiperi- 
enoe, can foresee the effects of a bill ao 
important and far reaching iu its conse- 
quences. 


Colonel Spoonor tbink? that "it the 


farmers and productis ot Wisconsin, a 
large majority desire tho passage of this 
bill or some such measure to regulate 
rates for the transportation of freight. 
They will not be content until they have 
a chance to give it a trial. It was mai^e 
an issue at the election iu the Eighth 
Iowa district last (all, and Mr. Hepburn, 
one of the ablest members o£ the present 
congress, was defeated by Rlajcr Ander- 
son, who boldly advocated the Keagan 
bill. Senator Kpoontr IH' utrongly in 
favor of tbe section forbidding cocibina- 
t.ons and pooling, and, but for tijo "long 
and short haul" section, would give tho 
bil[ a hearty support. Ho :s afraid that 
olause will be an injury to farmers and 
nuippers who now puy all they can Btanc!, 
and any increase of through rates would 
effectually prevent them from shipping 
at all. Especially would this bo true 
with shiprere of wheat aud ooarso grains." 


But Colonel Spooner thinks that if the 


bill should pass in its present shape, 
Wisconsin will have natural advantage 
over any state in tbe northwest, and will 
not bo'so injuriously affected by it. With 
tha Mississippi river on the west, Lako 
Michigan on the east, three or four rail- 
roads running to Lake Superior, and 
with direct wator communication with 


tbe Erie osnal,together wiib the fact thut 
the Canadian government is building a 
line across the state into (lanada and 
thence to the seaboard, farmers ot Wis- 
consin oan, it necessary, get out from 
under the jurisdiction of the bill and 
send their products by water. The states 
of Iowa, Minnesota and even distant 
Kansas are clamoring loudly for tha bil.', 


As has before been said by the Gazette, 


the.bill is not just what Lbe people of tho 
northwest want, but it is probably the 
oniy bill which can pass congress, ncd 
therefore it may as well be tried. It it 
should 
prove 
unjust 
after a 
fair 


trial, publio sentiment will soon canec 
amendments to be made.
